STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Rumney in the 
County of Grafton in said State, qualified to vote in 
town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
.said Rumney on Tuesday, the 13th day of March next, 
at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 

1. To choose s moderator to fill the vacancy in said 
office caused by the death of C. C. Smart. 

2. To choose a Town Clerk. 

3. To choose three Selectmen. 

4. To choose all other necessary Town Officers. 


5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year. 


6. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of schools in addition 
to the amount required to be raised by law. 


7. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for maintenance of highways in ad- 
dition to the amount required by law. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate twenty-five dollars for Memorial Day. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
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ate ten dollars for care of common and making any ncces- 
sary repairs on same. 


10. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen 
to settle the claim of Rev. O. R. Hunt for damages to his 
horse by reason of defective culvert on highway, provided 
they are satisfied the claim is an equitable one. 


11. To seeif the town will vote to pay the outlawed 
note of Ann Jones against the town of Rumney as appears 
in the town reports. 


12. To see if the town will vote to adopt Chapter 29 
in amendment of and in addition to Chapter 73 of the 
Public Statutes to the repair of highways in towns approy- 
ed March 1, 1899, and divide said town of Rumney into 
not less than four or more than six highway districts, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. (On petition of W. 8. 
Learned and others.) 


13. To see if the town will vote to appoint an agent 
to collect back for the use of the town, the twelve dollars 
and fifty cents which was illegally paid by the Selectmen in 
the year 1898 to William D. Baker for services to Concord 
in the Belden Case. (On petition of W. S. Learned and 
others. ) ; 


14. To see if the town will vote to have the Inventory 
Blanks distributed at the time of taking the appraisal of 
property. 

15. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate a sum not exceeding two hundred dollars to be expend- 
ed under the direction of the state Fish Commissioners in 
building a new dam at Stinson Lake and screening same, 
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providing the state will furnish a similar amount for build- 
ing same. 


16. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to the claim of W. H. Atkinson against the town of Rum- 
ney for land illegally sold for taxes in 1892. 


17. To hear the reports of officers, agents and auditors 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


18. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

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ROAD AGENT’S REPORT. 


G. C. Craig in Account with Town of Rumney. 


In making my report I have tried to show plainly how 
much each man has received. The price of labor has been 
15 cents per hour for able bodied men and the same for a 
_ pair of horses or oxen. Price paid for lumber, wire and 
other material has varied according to the market prices 
when bought as shown in report. Itemized bills for every 


charge have been furnished the selectmen and are open for 
inspection. [am pleased to say that the most of the people 
who have found fault with the roads have been those who 
do comparatively no teaming or driving and consequently 
have nothing else todo. The gravel put on Herbert’s in- 
tervale worked so well that it was only for lack of money 
that I did not finish all the way from the village to Her- 
bert’s hill. 


Some of the most expensive jobs done have been: re- 
pair of washout below C. A. Holden’s place about $75.00; 
repair of washout above N. Collin’s place about $95.00; re- 
building Hall bridge and two bridges at foot of Stinson 
Lake, including lumber, $170. Several small bridges have 
been rebuilt and a good many have been newly planked. 
Cost of new roll, $85.93. Moving wall on cross road at 
West Plymouth, $38.00. This is proving itself to be a 
good investment as it has done away with the worst snow 
drifts. Wire furnished to put up in place of board fences 
about $60.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


It is with the feeling that good progress has been made 
in all our schools that the board of education submits its 
annual report; and we take pleasure in announcing to the 
people of the district that the schools are, as a whole, in a 
prosperous condition; that the school work has been carried 
on with but one special hinderance, and all the teachers 
have been successful. Some have merited particular men- 
tion for securing good order, diligence and thoroughness in 
study. All have labored zealously for the good of the 
schools and have endeavored to teach the pupils in a 
thorough manner. Pure, uplifting influences have been ex 
arted by all the teachers and they have, both in and out of 
the school room, won the esteem of the people. 

This year as in former years we have maintained six 
schools of thirty weeks each, with the exception of those 
: ed in the statistical table, which were closed on account 
of sickness. The East Rumney school was closed as usual 
on account of the cold stormy weather. The pupils in this 
school deserve special mention for their punctual attendance. 


Now, while our schools have been excellent, there might 
be improvement, especially if that ‘one special hinderance” 
could be removed; and it could be if parents would mani- 
fest a little more interest and compel their children to at- 
tend school every day and in season. The registers for the 
past year show that the greatest number of absent marks 
are against the names of pupils between the ages of fourteen 
and sixteen. The reason is obvious. The success or failure 
of a person’s life depends in a great measure on the way 
they spend their school days, and they should make a wise 
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use of this time. Parents ean you afford to be indifferent 
while the school days of your children are rapidly passing 
away; while laws are being enacted with the hope of secur- 
ing better advantages for those who are soon tv fill our 
places? | 
While we have spoken in the highest terms of the suc- 
cess of our teachers in school work during the school year 
just closed, it would be unjust, it seems to me, not to men- 
tion our boys and girls, the school children of Rumney, who 
have studied so diligently and have by their hearty co- 
operation with the teachers made our schools the pride of 
the town. The essentials of a good school are willing schol- 
ars and skillful teachers; such scholars and such teachers 
we have had. The school virtues to be cultivated are regu- 
lar attendance, promptness, obedience, truthfulness and 
diligence. These virtues by a great majority of the pupils 
have been cultivated. It is the writer’s conviction that a 
report should consist of what has actually been accompligh- 
ed rather than of suggestions as to what might be cont 
educational work if ideals could be realized. 

In conclusion let me say that your school board has en- 
deavored to discharge its duties with jnstice and impar- 
tiality, and although a great many disagreeable duties fol- 
low a strict adherence to this rule yet we think no other 
course can be right or honorable.
